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Introduction 



This report provides data on occupational outccxnes (type of occupation, 
unemployed, and not in the labor force) as of February 1978, by major field 
of study, for persons who received bachelor's degrees during the July^, 
1976-June 30, 1977, school year* Itie report answers such questions as: 

Are graduates from sane major fields of study more likely than 
those from others to get a job in the area of their major field? 

What types of jobs do graduates hold that are not in the area 
of their major field of srudy?

How many graduates in the different major fields Of study hold 
jobs that do not nomally require college-level training? 

This information is intended for use by students, educational planners, 
policy maimers, and program admlnistcators at the postsecondary level. Section 
presents findings which summarize the occiipational outcome data by major 
field of study. Sjnce certain fields and occupations tend to attract members 
of one sex more than the other, occupational outcome is examined separately 
for males and fonales- Also, since the occupational outcomes of bachelor's 
recipients who are enrolled and who are not enrolled for an advanced degree " 
may be different, occupational outcome, too, is looked at separately for those 
enrolled and not enrolled for an advanced degree. 

The basic data tables presented in Section II are designed to serve as 
reference tables for college students and others involved in the process 
of choosing a major field cai'eer. In s^jmmary, ^these tables provide "profiles" 
of occupation and employment status for the major fields of study covering 
all bachelor's recipients, men add women, and those enrolled and not enrolled 
for an advanced degree.

However, with regard to occupation level, considerable variation exists 
airong graduates in the major field groups which make up the professional 
fields and arts and sciences. Among the professional fields, a higher 



proportion of the graduates In the hoalth professions iield professional-, 
inanagerial- or technical-level jobs (84 percent) than 'did graduates in 
business and managonent (57 percent) and public affairs and social services 
(43 percent). Among the arts and sciences, the mathematics and pliysical 
sciences field stands out as iiaving a high proporfeion of graduates in the 
higher-level jobs (58 percent, conpared to between 37 and 41 percent for 
the other arts and sciences). 

It should also be noted that all the arts and science fields have 
higher proportions of graduates "not in the labor force" (from 14 to 33 
percent among the several major fields, with an average'^ of 21 percent) than 
do graduates in the professional fields (an average of 6 percent).'

'Contrary to expectation, there are no striking differences in the 
f'vcrall pattern of the sunmary data for men and women graduates. In each of 
the broad fields of study covered in the preceding tables, women who studied 
in a particular major field had about the same pattern of ocuupational outcones 
jls men, regardless of v^;hether the field is predominantly male or female- 
Ti^iere are, l^iowever, sane minor differences for individual major field 
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groups- For example, fanale health professionals are more likely than 
males to hold jobs at the professional, managerial and technical levels (with 
vvonen health professionals employed primarily as nurses and health technicians) 
Female graduates in" public affairs and social services are less likely not 
to be in the labor force* Female biological scientists are more likely 
than males to hold professional-, managerial- and technical-level jobs 
(with women anployed to a greater extent than men as science or health 
cechnicians) . 
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Comparing the Ejnplo.yment Status of Bachelofs Recipients Enrolled and ?:ot 
hitt'olled for an Advanced Degree. Another way of looking at the overall summary data 
Is to separate it by those enrolled and not enrolled for an ar^/anced degree. 
For those who, at least Initially, do not wish to seek further academic 
training, what are the job prospects for the different major field groups? 
And what are the prospects for those who do seek further schooling, either 
full- or part-time?^

Tne most obvious difference between those enrolled and. not enrolled 
for an advanced degree is found for those not in the labor. force. Only small 
proportions of those graduates not enrolled for an advanced degree (no more than 
6 percent for any major field group) are not in the labor force- For those 
eriTolled for an advanced degree, understandably, the proportions are quite large 
although, even among these, the majority (^'xcept for biological sciences) are in 
the labor force- Also, for those not enrolled for a degree, the differences 
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between the proportions of graduates in the professional fields and arts 
sciences who are not in the labor force are relatively small. Wlien 
looking at those enrolled for a degree, however, one notes that those 
enrolled in the arts and sciences overall who are not in the labor force- 
CIS percent) are higher than for the professional fields (22 percent).

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In examining table 1, one can see, in the case of business and nianagonent , 
for example, that ^17 percent of the 162,700 bachelor's recipients in this 
field held jobs as business persons and managers (accountants were 26 percent 

and-namgers and administrators were 19 i^roent-)-,- -l^ie-onl-y- other kinds-,of^, 

jobs held in any magnitude by these majors were sales and clerical and 
related jobs, each 13 percent* More generally, it can be seen that 57 percent 
of business and managanent graduates held professional, managerial and 
technical jobs, 3:^ percent held nonprofessional, nonmanagerial and nontechnical 
jobs, and 6 percent were not in the labor force. 

Looking at a second example, of the 118,000 bachelor's recipients in the 
social sciences, only 2 percent held a job either as a social scientist or 
psychologist, 13 percent were in managanent and administration, and 15 
percent held a clerical or related job* At the more general level, 38 
percent held professional-, managerial- and technical-level jobs, 32 percent 
held nonprofessional, nonmanagerial and nontechnical jobs, and 21 percent 
were not in the labor force.

For the 1978 Recent College Graduate survey, a two-stage sample was 
used"1:o-obteiiv-"W^^ first stage, a sanple of 297 colleges 

and universities offering a bachelor^s^TJr-^^ selected. 
The universe of schools was stratified by percent oF"^*aauates--in,..th^ school 
with degrees in ^ducation; control of institution (public or private)T-- 
whether or not the school was on a list of schools Qiiphasizing special 
education; and by geographic region of the institution. A sanple of 30 
predominantly black institutions was included in th$ total of 297 institutions. 

For the second-stage sample, a listing of graduates with bachelor's and 
master's degrees was obtained from the selected schools. The graduates 
were stratified by levcfl of degree (baclrlors and masters) and by special 
education graduates, other education graduates and other graduates. Tiie , 
sample of graduates was selected through the use of systenatic sampling; 
that is, by selecting every n-th case with a random start. 

For the 1978 survey, 283 of the 297 schools responded (95 percent) and 
9,592 graduates of 11,025 in the sanple responded -(87 percent). A special 
followup of non-respondents was conducted to obtain the 87 percent response

A ratio-estimation procedure was used in both surveys to inflate the 
sample results to estimates applicable to the total number of graduates in 
1976-77. rne higher Ecucation General Information Survey (conducted by the 
i^ational Center for Education Statistics) provided the applicable estimate 
for total number of graduates in the various strata for the non-predominant ly 
black schools. The Office of Civil Rights provided the applicable estimates 
for the predominantly black institutions. ^ 

Reliability of the estimates . Since t'^e estimates in this report are 
based on a sample, they differ frcxn the figures that would have been obtained 
if a ccxnplete census had been taken .using the same questionnaires. There 
are tv/o types of errors possible in an estimate. based on a sanple survey- 
sampling and nonsampling. Sampling errors were not available at the time of 
publication of this report.
